Compromise tax-revision bill may be ready soon 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Ordinary 
taxpayers are winning more benefits 
than they are losing as a Senate- 
House panel puts together a com­ 
promise tax-revision bill. 
The final score may be known late 
this week, when members of the con­ 
ference committee expect to finish 
the bill and send it to the House and 
Senate for one last vote. 
Most issues concerning individual 
taxpayers were settled during the 
first seven days of the conference. 
Chief among these is a $15-billion-a- 
year taxcut extension through Dec. 
31. 1977. 
Provisions generally affecting only 
taxpayers who earn more than 
$50,000 a year are the major points of 
contention remaining between the 
House and Senate conferees. There 
is some risk that if taxes on the rich 
are raised too sharply, the final bill 
could be in trouble in the Senate But 
if too many tax shelters are left un­

downtown 
Montreal 
gunfight 


MONTREAL (AP) - A running 
gunbattle between police and a man 
firing a sawed-off shotgun began in a 
downtown soul food restaurant and 
ended with one person dead and five 
persons wounded, police said today. 
Traffic stopped and pedestrians 
ran for cover as police chased the 
gunman, firearms blazing, along 
C re sc e n t S tr e e t , a c o lo rfu l 
restaurant and night club district. 
The gunman, believed to be a 
native of the West Indies, was in a 
hospital under police guard after a 
plain-clothes policeman shot him 
three times in the neck Monday 
night, a Montreal police spokesman 
said 
The gunman was not identified. 
The spokesman said police did not 
know what had sparked the shooting. 
Police identified the dead man as 
Anthony Jagdeo. 27. an employe of a 
restaurant owned by his brother. 
Leon. Constable Jacques Caron was 
wounded m the thigh during the inci­ 
dent. the spokesman added 
He said the gunman walked into 
the Caribbean Cookhouse on Cres­ 
cent Street just before 7 p.m. Mon­ 
day, asked for Anthony Jagdeo to 
come to the front and fired his 20- 
gauge shotgun point-blank into 
Jagdeo s chest. Jagdeo died 
hours later in Montreal General 
Hospital. 
The gunman then fled from the 
basement-level restaurant, shooting 
John Williams on his way out. and 
opened fire on police who had just 
arrived on the scene, the spokesman 
said. 
The gunman took shelter behind a 
car and exchanged gunfire with 
police, trapping a family of four in­ 
side the car The car was riddled 
with bullets but those inside were un- 
hurt. 
The incident ended about 10 
minutes later when the gunman was 
wounded and captured near the cor­ 
ner of Crescent and nearby Ste. 
Catherine Street, the spokesman 
said. 
Williams, 28, was reported in 
satisfactory condition with chest 
wounds. Pearl Schecter was listed in 
good condition with neck wounds 
Margaret Pertwee. 68. was treated 
for an arm wound and released

PENDING 
CHILD CARE - An expanded tax 
credit for child-care expenses is as­ 
sured since such a provision was pas­ 
sed in both the House and Senate 
bills. The only question is how much 
bigger the credit will be. 
The House and Senate bills agree 
that the current childcare deduction 
should be replaced with a tax credit, 
which will benefit even those 
families that do not itemize deduc­ 
tions. 


The m aximum credit — sub­ 
tracted directly from taxes owed — 
would be $400 a year for the care of 
one child and $800 for two or more 
The credit would apply even if one or 
both parents work only parttime. 
SICK PAY — The House wants to 
eliminate the current law that allows 
tax-free treatment of up to $100 a 
week that is paid a sick worker by 
the employer, and replace it with a 
* tax exemption of up to $5.200 a year 
for permanently and totally disabled 
retirees under age 65. 
The Senate bill would keep sick 
pay for workers making $15.000 or 
less but phase it down between 
$15.000 and $20,000 and eliminate it 
above $20,000 income. 
PENSIONS — Present law allows 
a worker who has no other pension 
plan to exempt from current taxes 
up to $1,500 a year to be «et aside in 
an Individual Retirement Account 


(IRA). No tax is paid until the money 
is withdrawn at retirement. 
The House voted to allow workers 
whose company pensions are in­ 
adequate to invest in an IRA on a 
limited basis. This would cost $502 
million a year by 1981 and is not in 
the Senate bill. 
a p p r o v e d 
HOUSEWIVES’ PENSIONS - A 
worker who qualifies for an IRA 
could set aside an additional $250 a 
year for his spouse who does not 
work outside the home. 
SIMPLIFICATION - To make 
taxpaying seem a little less com­ 
p lic a te d fo r 90 per cen t of 
Americans, the bill would sharply 
reduce the number of tax-rate 
schedules and replace them with new 
tables that could be used by anyone 
with a taxable income up to $20,000 
RETIREMENT CREDIT - This 
highly complex provision would be 
replaced by a credit that would aiiow 


a person over 65 to subtract from 
taxes owed 15 per cent of the first 
$2.500 of annual income of any type 
For a couple, the credit would be 15 
per cent of up to $3.750. 
BUSINESS IN HOME - The bill 
would make it more difficult for a 
person to reduce taxes by deducting 
a portion of the cost of maintaining a 
home on grounds it is sometime used 
in earning income 
Generally, the deduction would be 
available only if that portion of the 
home is used regularly and ex­ 
clusively for business An employe 
could get the benefit only if he uses 
his home for the convenience of his 
boss. 
SALE OF HOME - A person 65 or 
older could exempt from taxes the 
first $35.000 of the selling price when 
he sells his home. The current tax- 
free limit is $20.000 
LEGAL SERVICES - Just as 
employers' current contributions to 


group medical-insurance plans are 
tax exempt as far as the employe is 
concerned, the bill would exempt 
payments to buy group legal-service 
plans for workers.

Western experts rushing 
to inspect Soviet MIG25 


TOKYO (AP) — Experts have looked over the Soviet 
MIG25 fighter plane flown to Japan by a defecting Soviet 
air force pilot. Japanese officials reported today. But 
thev refused to say whether American intelligence of­ 
ficers had looked at the plane reportedly the hottest in 
the Soviet arsenal. 
U.S. authorities refused to comment, referring all 
queries to Washington 
But it was assumed the 
Americans would get a thorough examination ot the plane 
before the Japanese government returned it to the Soviet 
Union. 
. 
The Kvodo news service quoted Japanese oliiciais as 
saving the pilot who landed the plant1 Monday at a small 
airfield in Hakodate will be transferred to the United 
States on Wednesday. 
But police and Foreign Ministry officials said they 
knew nothing of plans to transfer the pilot, and the I S 
Embassy refused comment 
Police say the pilot ha* 
asked tor political asylum in America 
Police referred the pilot s case to the Hakodate prose­ 
cutor's office on six charges: violating Japan s imrnigra 
tion control law. firearms control law, and gunpowdet 
law intimidation, and two violations ot the aviation law 
- flying too low and overrunning the runway 
Police said the pilot fired a pistol into the air to keep 
startled airport workers away just after he screamed in 
for a surprise landing at the airfield in northern Japan^ 
The M1G25 overshot the 6.700-foot runway by 800 feet and 


smashed two navigational antennas on the ground, they 
said. 
In Washington, the State Department would say only 
that the matter of the pilot s request for asylum was un­ 
der consideration 
Secretary of State Henry A Kissinger said in Paris to­ 
day that the United States will probably grant asylum 
to the pilot. “ If we do not, you can assume 1 have been 
overruled.” he said Kissinger has been meeting with 
various European leaders on the brewing racial confron­ 
tation in southern Africa.

Italy (AP) - Strong 
trem ors jolted the earthquake- 
ravaged Friuli region with a roar 
Monday night and today, exactly tour 
months after the May 6 disaster that 
killed nearly 1.000 persons 
The earth trembled at 9 28 p.m. 
Monday and a roar echoed from the 
Alps to the Adriatic coast at almost 
exactly the same hour as the quake 
last spring. Two more tremors 
struck today, bringing to 185 the total 
of jolts in four months, 
Thousands of residents of Udine, 
Tolmezzo, Gemona, Osoppo and 
other towns ran in terroi trom 
houses that had been spared earlier 
or had already been rebuilt, while 
anxiety swept over the some 60,000 
people still living m tents 
The earth had been relatively still 
during August after similarly strong 
jolts on July 31, 
Big rocks fell on the roads near 
Gemona where the latest tremors 
collapsed some buildings damaged 
earlier.

Tunney running scared

Incumbent Democrat John Tunney is taking the under- 
dog role in California's U.S. Senate campaign with a 
promise to chase Republican challenger S.I. Hayakawa 
across the state and debate him. 
Tunney and Hayakawa kicked off their campaigns at 
separate Labor Day picnics Monday with parallel calls to 
get Americans back to work. 
Democratic vice presidential nominee Walter Mondale 
headlined the Alameda County AFL-CIO Labor Day pic­ 
nic at Pleasanton with Tunney and said California could 
be the key to the presidential race between Ford and 
Democrat Jimmy Carter. 


“California is the largest state in the union, and the 
presidential election will probably and could well be won 
right here in this state,” Mondale said in a plea for a voter 
registration drive. 
- In a reversal of the norma! roles of incumbent and chal­ 
lenger. Tunney said Hayakawa is afraid to debate him 
¿md said he is “ going to chase him (Hayakawa) around 
tthe state” and force debates 
' * 
* Hayakawa, meanwhile, was top attraction at the 
Republican Federated Women s Labor Day picnic in 
Santa Barbara, where he told a crowd of 700 that the na­ 
tion must find a way of providing jobs for young persons 
aged 14 to 18. 
Youths are “a neglected class,” Hayakawa said. “We 
keep the young out of the labor market, we keep them 
unemployed ... and that keeps them in trouble 


Hayakawa also said Republicans must change their 
negative image. 
Democrats “are the ones who initiate Ideas — nutty as 
they be — and we are the ones who say ‘no, no, no.’ We’ve 
got to reverse that,” he said. 
Hayakawa, a 69-year-old semanticist and former presi­ 
dent of San Francisco State College, appeared as always 
in one of his colorful tarn o’shanters, which he then auc­ 
tioned off for 175. 
The tam o’shanter has been Hayakawa’s trademark 
since 1969, when he was photographed wearing one as he 
yanked wires from the sound truck of student 
demonstrators at San Francisco State College. 
Tunney and Mondale both blamed Ford and the Republi­ 
can party for increasing unemployment — now at about 
7.5 million nationwide. 
“That crowd has never had full employment,” Mondale 
told a crowd of 1,500 at the union picnic. “They didn’t 
have it under Eisenhower. They didn't have it under Nix­ 
on. They don t have it under Fora. 
“Nothing is more inhumane in America than to pursue 
a policy, as they (Republicans) have, of driving literally 
millions of decent Americans who want to work off the 
payroll and onto welfare,” Mondale said. 
Tunney pursued a similar theme, criticizing Ford for 
vetoing bills which he said would have created 600.000 
construction jobs. 800.000 more jobs in home building and 
300,000 government Manpower program jobs. 
Tunney tied Hayakawa to all of Ford's positions and 
charged that Hayakawa would like to raise taxes on work­ 
ing people to give business a tax break.

Ploys to free Charlie? 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Lynette 
Fromme s attempt to assassinate 
President Ford and Sandra Good s 
death threat letters to businessmen 
were part of a bizarre plot to free 
convicted murderer Charles Man­ 
son, a prosecutor says. 
Asst. U.S. Atty. Donald Heller, in 
an interview published in Monday s 
Sacramento Union, said that Miss 
Fromme and Miss Good believed 
that Ford’s death and the terror 
resulting from the death threat let­ 
ters would somehow lead to Man 
son s release from prison. 
“ 1 think that is the logical conclu­ 
sion to be drawn from their con­ 
duct,” Heller said 
No such plot was mentioned during 
Miss Fromme s trial, which ended in 
her being sentenced last December 
to life in prison for the attempt on 
Ford s life in Capitol park on Sept. 5. 
1975. She pointed a pistol a few feet 
from Ford and pulled the trigger 
There was no bullet in the chamber, 
although the clip was loaded. 
A connection with the assassi­ 
nation attempt was mentioned brief­ 
ly in Asst. U.S. Atty. Bruce Bab­ 
cock s closing argument at the sub­ 
sequent trial of Miss Good and Susan 
Murphy. 


They were convicted of conspiring 
to mail letters to hundreds of 
business executives, telling them 
that a “wave of assassins' would kill 
despoilers of the environment.

Nab ex-cop in robberies 


SAN DIEGO (AP) - A former 
police officer has been arrested in 
connection with a series of rob­ 
beries, authorities said. 
Thomas R Williams, who was dis­ 
missed from the San Diego police 
force in 1973, was taken into custody 
a few hours after an alleged as­ 
sociate in the crime spree was shot 
to death by police officers. 
Williams, who was expelled from 


the police department for embezzl­ 
ing $3.600 from the Police Athletic 
Fund, was booked for investigation 
of robbery, attem pted murder, 
burglary and auto theft. 
Police said Williams surrendered 
without incident but that his uniden­ 
tified companion was shot and killed 
by three policemen when he alleged­ 
ly reached into his waist band in a 
threatening manner. 


Police said the officers went to the 
home of the unidentified man while

aster in Idaho. 
Ford let surrogates, including Sen 
Bob Dole, the GOP vice presidential 
nominee, carry his banner and 
answer the criticisms Carter levied 
Monday on the front steps of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s “ Little 
White House” in Warm Springs. Ga 
Dole crossed paths with Carter 
later Monday at a stock car race in 
Darlington, S.C.

Walter F Mondale. spoke Monday at 
labor rallies in Ohio and California 
He charged in a Barberton. Ohio, ad­ 
dress that Ford’s economic policies 
have “betrayed’’ U.S. workers. 
Carter, speaking from a podium 
bearing Roosevelt’s portrait, said, 
“This year, as in 1932. our nation is 
divided, our people are out of work 
and our national leaders do not 
lead.”

Dear M. B.; Since you’ve 
chosen your course with 
your daughters, and I don’t 
believe it’s the right one, 
it’s imperative to impress 
on them the Importance of 
p r e c a u t i o n s a g a i n s t 
pregnancy and venereal 
disease. 
I agree that parents have 
relatively little control 
over their children s 
choices in interests of the 
heart. In fact when parents 
try to break up romances 
they only intensify their 
youngsters’ feelings of af­ 
fection and passion. 
An inappropriate choice 
of boyfriend or girlfriend 
often results from a child’s 
unconscious desire to 
emulate or to please a mis­ 
sing parent If there has 
been a divorce and the em­ 
b itte r e d m o th e r has 
described the father as a 
worthless woman-chaser 
the daughter may try to be 
like the woman she feels 


her father would like, or 
she m ay try to be 
“worthless” herself. 
The high rate of teenage 
pregnancies and failure of 
teenage m arriages in­ 
dicate that most teenagers 
simply can’t cope with the 
total sexual freedom that 
many have been given. 
From what you say, It 
seems your daughters need 
and a re looking for 
guidance from you.

Corporal punishment policy will get attention of the 
Walnut school board tonight 
Legislation passed in 1975 prohibits use of such punish­ 
ment unless school trustees adopt a policy specifically 
authorizing its use. 
Administrators are recommending that corporal 
punishment be allowed on rare occasions because of 
public criticism that discipline is deteriorating in the 
schools. 
The proposed policy includes these points: 
—Corporal punishment may be used when other 


reasonable methods of control have been used and appear 
not to have been effective. 
-Corporal punishment may be used to modify willful, 
disruptive, destructive and unsafe behavior 
-T he student will be informed of the reason for the 
punishment and will have had an opportunity to present 
his perception of the incidents involved in his behavior. 
—The parent or guardian of the student will have given 
prior written consent to the use of corporal punishment. 
—Each use of corporal punishment will be witnessed by 
an employe who has no direct authority over the pupil or 


had no immediate involvement in the incident leading to 
the punishment. 
—Appropriate records will be kept. 
—On each occasion, every effort will be made to notify 
parents regarding the fact that corporal punishment will 
be administered and notification will take place as soon 
as possible after the fact. The superintendent will be noti­ 
fied through receipt of a copy of the record. 
—No student who is an emotionally handicapped, men­ 
tally retarded or like special class or group may be sub­ 
jected to corporal punishment

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Deputy shot to death at home 


Upland police today are in­ 
vestigating the shooting death of a 
Los Angeles sheriff's deputy at his 
Upland home. 
Deputy Ronald Johnson, 35. of 1478 
N. San Antonio Ave., Upland, ac­ 
cording to police reports was found 
mortally wounded at 10:40 p.m. Mon­ 
day. 


Johnson died a short time later of 
the single gunshot wound in the 
chest.

Basic 
education 


At long last the complaints of parents and 
employers about the state’s public education 
system have penetrated the legislative halls. For 
years, despite the hundreds of millions poured into 
the public schools, students have been graduating 
from high school, and college as well, unable to 
read, spell or do simple arithmetic. 
It took a freshman assemblyman. Gary K. Hart 
of Santa Barbara, to bring about some action to 
remedy the situation. A native of California who 
taught high school for ten years, Hart had the first 
hand experience to bolster his arguments for 
legislation which will require proficiency in basic 
subjects for future high school diplomas. With 
degrees from both Stanford and Harvard he also 
had impeccable credentials as an educator. 
About the only criticism one could make of Hart’s 
solution is that It puts part of the burden of basic 
education upon the high schools. In pushing his bill, 
Hart said that fully 20 per cent of the high school 
students are below ninth grade levels in abilities to 
read and compute. 
Since reading, spelling and arithmetic are sub­ 
jects not taught in high school, one might feel better 
if his legislation precluded emergence from grade 
school, which has the responsibility, until those sub­ 
jects are mastered. For the amount of benefit to be 
gained in high school must be diminished by 
deficiencies in reading and computing. How. for ex­ 
ample, can one learn algebra and geometry without 
being able to add two and two? 
Still, Hart’s measure is remarkable progress in 
the face of the repugnance of the school people to 
suffer any criticisms or accept any suggestions. 
And it does put the gate much closer to where it 
belongs than did the recent rule adopted by the 
State University Trustees Under their edict, near 
illiterates will continue to be admitted to college 
but won’t be graduated if, after four years of clut­ 
tering up the classes, they can’t pass tests in the 
basic subjects. 
Hart's measure provides for what he terms “ear­ 
ly warnings” or alerts. It will require that the 
schools give tests between the 7th and 9th grades 
and twice afterwards before the twelfth grade. 
Presumably, remedial classes will have to be 
provided for those not making the grades and no 
diplomas for the ultimate failures. 
State Superintendent of Instruction Wilson Riles 
has long complained that the reason for low 
achievements in these areas is due to the multitude 
of legislative mandated programs which divert 
from the basic subjects. Hart agrees 
Most of these added burdens have little to do with 
education as was envisioned when the state in­ 
stituted free public schools. Much has been the 
result of social programmers who have pressured 
the Legislature into adopting compulsory courses in 
everything but the “three R ’s”. Viewed separately 
each might look good, but the overwhelming weight 
of all has detracted from the time and ability of the 
teachers to teach the basics. 
And while there is much validity in what Riles 
says, the inescapable fact is that the public school 
administrators have been dogging it and taking the 
easy way out. As Hart told his colleagues, they have 
been on a system of “social promotions”. Students 
were passed along regardless of their grades as 
long as they didn’t create problems. In the face of 
that, students opt for the easy courses such as shop 
and physical education. 
So parents and employers will find much en­ 
couragement and satisfaction in the enactment of 
Hart’s bill. But there also must be a regret and a 
great disillusionment in the realization that the 
Legislature must decree something which everyone 
would have expected that educators worthy of the 
name would have been doing all along.

Jack Anderson 
Mob behind JFK assassination? 


WASHINGTON - Mafia mobster 
John Roselli may have taken the 
secret of the John F. Kennedy 
assassination with him to his death. 
He was brutally murdered a few 
weeks ago, his hacked-up body 
stuffed into an oil drum and dumped 
into Miami's Biscayne Bay. 
Before he died, Roselli hinted to 
associates that he knew who had 
arranged President Kennedy's mur­ 
der. It was the same conspirators, he 
suggested, whom he had recruited 
earlier to kill Cuban Premier Fidel 
Castro. 
By Roselli s cryptic account, 
Castro learned the identity of the 
underworld contacts in Havana who 
had been trying to knock him off. He 
believed, not altogether without 
basis, that President Kennedy was 
behind the plot. 
The Cuban leader, as the supreme 
irony, decided to turn the tables and 
use the same crowd to arrange Ken 
nedy s assassination, according to 
Roselli s scenario 
To save their 
skins, the plotters lined up Lee Har­ 
vey Oswald to pull the trigger. 
Roselli could never be pinned down 
on names or details. It was also diffi­ 
cult to assess whether he knew what 
he was talking about or whether he 
inrely described what he thought 
might have happened. Certainly 
there is no real evidence to support 
Roselli s story. But there are enough 
curious circumstances to justify tell­ 
ing it. Here are the fascinating 
highlights. 
The ruggedly handsome Roselli, a 
flamboyant mobster with under­ 
world contacts in Havana, was re­ 
cruited by the Central Intelligence 
Agency in 1960 to assassinate Castro. 
He had no authority, however, over 
the underworld elements in Havana. 
They were under the loose control 
of Florida * Mafia chief tan, Santos 
Trafficante 
His gambling enter­ 
prises in Havana had been dosed 
down hy ( astro after the 1959 revolu­ 
tion. In fact, Trafficante had been 
lodged for a period in a Cuban jail, an 
indignity that didn t endear Castro to 


him. 
After Trafficante made it back to 
his Florida haunts, he left part of his 
organization behind in Havana. Some 
of his henchmen even managed to 
develop contacts in Castro's inner 
(circle. These were the people Roselli 
{wanted to use to knock off Castro. 
But Roselli didn't have the stature 
(inside the Mafia to make the neces­ 
sary arrangem ents with Traf- 
licante. So Roselli called in his 
¡patron, the Chicago godfather Sam 
<‘Momo” Giancana, to deal with 
iTrafficante. 
1 As Roselll's associates tell it, he 
persuaded Giancana that it would be 
to their advantage to win the good 
will of the CIA. Convinced, Gian­ 
cana flew down to Florida to make 
the preliminary arrangements. 
He was in the middle of these 
delicate dealings, incidentally, when 
he learned that his favorite girl 
friend, singer Phyllis McGuire, had 
developed a romantic attachment in 
Las Vegas to comedian Dan Howan. 
Enraged. Giancana wanted to fly 
straight to Las Vegas and end the 
romance 
But Robert Maheu, who had 
recuited Roselli for the CIA, talked 
Giancana out of it by offering to bug 
Rowan's hotel room and promising 
the angry mobster a full report. 
Once Giancana and Trafficante set 
it up. Roselli used the Havana under­ 
world to plot Castro's demise. At 
first, they tried to plant poison pills, 
supplied hy the CIA. in Castro s food. 
The pills would have made it appear 
that he died of natural causes. When 
this failed, snipers were dispatched 
to a Havana rooftop. They were 
caught 
The word reached Roeelli that 
some of the plotters had been tor­ 
tured and that Castro had learned 
about the whole operation 
The CIA called off the Roselli 
operation in March. 1963, but 
recrui*ed a Castro associate named 
Rolando Cubela to murder Castro 
In an impromptu, three-hour inter­ 
view with Associated Press reporter 


Daniel Harker, Castro indicated that 
he knew about the attempts on his 
life and warned that U.S. leaders 
also might not be safe. That was 
September 7, 1963. 
According to Roselli, Castro 
enlisted the same underworld ele­ 
ments whom he had caught plotting 
against him. They supposedly were 
Cubans from the old Trafficante 
organization. Working with Cuban in­ 
telligence, they allegedly lined up an 
ex-Marine sharpshooter named Lee 
Harvey Oswald, who had been active 
in the pro-Castro movement. 
According to Rose Hi’s version, Os­ 
wald may have shot Kennedy or may 
have acted as a decoy while others 
ambushed him from closer range. 
When Oswald was picked up, Roselli 
suggested, the underworld conspira­ 
tors feared he would crack and dis­ 
close information that might lead to 
them This almost certainly would 
have brought a massive U.S. crack­ 
down on the Mafia. 
So Jack Ruby was ordered to 
eliminate Oswald, making it appear 
as an act of reprisal against the 
President’s killer. At least this is 
how Roselli explained the tragedy in 
Dallas. 
There is no proof, of course. But 
there is some corroborative, cir­ 
cumstantial evidence It has been es­ 
tablished, for example, that Oswald 
visited the Cuban consulate in Mex­ 
ico City two months before the 
dreadful day in Dallas. An infor­ 
mant named Sylva Duran first 
staged, then denied, that she had 
overheard the Cubans speak to Os­ 
wald about assassinating someone 
and had seen them slip him some 
money. 
Several key CIA officials believed 
that Castro was behind the Kennedy 
assassination. Two days after the 
shooting, the CIA cablwl from Mex­ 
ico City that Ambassador Thomas 
Mann felt the Soviets were too 
sophisticated to participate in a 
dim I assassination of the President 
but that the Cubans would have been 
stupid enough to recruit Oswald

A U.S. show 
of no force 


FORT BENJAMIN HARRISON. Ind (NEA> — The 
response to the North Korean murders of two GIs in Pan- 
munjom has been to return fire with rhetoric. We are 
“shocked.” We demand reparations.” And we back this 
up with a costly show of force in the form of gunboats, 
fighter planes and fist-banging. 
Whom are we fooling? Not the North Koreans. They 
remember the Pueblo, even if we do not. The distasteful 
fact, as Secretary of State Kissinger forever reminds, is 
that “the relationship between military strength and 
politically unusable power is the most complex in 
historv” — which means we can bark but seldom bite. 
The ships we have sent to frighten Pyongyang will not 
land troops. The planes will not drop bombs. Not for two 
dead Gi’s, not for the 83 men of the Pueblo, not possibly 
for anything short of an attack on American shores. If the 
President did give the order to draw blood in revenge, 
much of the post-Vietnam American public would rebel, 
and under the new laws of Congress the legislature would 
no doubt stop the retaliation after a consideration period 
of 30 days. 
Then too, perhaps the committed troops themselves 
would bar an aggressive response. They also are post- 
Vietnam people, and one supposes they would think twice 
before risking their lives in a conflict short of national 
defense. Actually, even the willingness of the soldiers to 
defend the nation is in doubt. A recent survey of 1.000 Air 
Force recruits in Texas revealed that 23 per cent would 
not fight if their base were under attack, and another 28 
per cent said they were not sure what they would do. 
Steep well tonight. America. 
The Air Force survey should not be all that surprising. 
Esprit de corps ami chauvinism have gone the way of 
brown shoes in the military. In recent years the basic pay 
for recruits has quadrupled, the work day has been cut, 
and living conditions have undergone remarkable reforms 
— yet morale is not high. 
The desertion rate per capita is now as bad as it was 
during the peak war years of Vietnam (some 150 soldiers 
run away from service every day). And candid officers 
say American troop discipline can no longer be assumed 
from day to day. 
And so this is the platform to which our show of force in 
Korea is anchored. And the Communists with their axes 
know that our social and political ability to do what we 
say we can do is secured with a gossamer chain. If they 
hacked 10 troopers to death, or 100, we probably are not as 
a society prepared to retaliate even if justified. 
Nor could we risk the wrath of Pyongyang's allies, 
notably the Soviets, who are all eight feet tall. This is not 
the 1950s and the Russians are no longer second best. That 
nation has twice the active fighting force as America, 
perhaps 25 times the number of reserve troops, and one 
suspects that in a showdown its warriors would not he 
asked by the pollsters about their emotional attitudes. 
That showdown increasingly worries America. Jerry 
Ford assures voters the United States can take care of 
itself, but the facts suggest something else. R.J. Hum­ 
mel, a University of Hawaii political scientist, has recent­ 
ly used a computer to determine America's relative 
strength, and finds it wanting. Rummel says that of 49 in­ 
dicators of the U.S.-U.S.S.R. balance of power, the latter 
nation leads In 41. 
Rummers pessimism is not unusual. He essentially 
repeats what former Defense Secretary Jam es 
Schlesinger has tried to warn: that the Russians outspend 
the United States on military readiness (this year, about 
$147 billion to $110 billion); that they have three times the 
nuclear throw weight and twice the deliverable megaton­ 
nage; that they have more planes, more ships and a civil 
defense program that can work. 
Few will listen to Rummel, of course. Few listened to 
Schleshinger, and now we have Donald Rumsfeld charting 
our defense future The North Koreans must be pleased 
The Soviets likewise. Meanwhile, anytime anyone chops 
up our people, or confiscates our property, or cuts off the 
oil, our response will be to get tremendously angry but do 
absolutely nothing 
What else can we do?

To reduce 
the effectiveness of his pull, exert yours from the side. A 
little review on past training techniques (or starting them 
if they have never been begun» — heeling, for example, or 
even more basic commands, like “ sit ”, to establish ycmr 
authority is a good idea

Blood sugar questions 


DEAR DR. LAMB - 1 have high 
blood sugar, bat I'm not diabetic, 
maybe borderline I haw quit eating 
sweets, also potatoes. Should I a bo 
quit eating bread? 
DEAR REA D ER - One high 
sugar <glucose) level does not make 
a diagnosis. If you are overweight 
you should concentrate on toeing fat 
as your main goal. To that end 
eliminating high calorie sweets b a 
good idea. 


Bread is an important part of most 
diets. The usual diabetic can eat 
bread Even the diabetic, which you 
say you are not, has a diet plan that 
fits with his treatment Should he 
require insulin, the amount b geared 
to his diet, whatever that may be, 
and his daily physical activity or Hie 
style Changing any of these can up­ 
set the treatment program 
This 
means that most diabetics can and 
do eat bread. You need some whole 
wheat bread or cereal to provide 
cereal fiber in your diet. 
You should also consider 
eliminating ail the excess fat in your 
diat. particularly if you have a 
weight problem 
In recent years 
diabetic specialists have emphasized 
that the type of diet needed for 
diabetics is tow in fat and cholesterol 
to help avoid the high incidence of 
heart attacks and vascular disease in 
diabetics.

DEAR DR LAMB - My daughter 
who is 14 has not started her monthly 
period. She is very concerned 
because all her girlfriends have She 
is small for her age, 4 feet 10 and 
weighs 80 pounds 
She doesn't want to go to the doc­ 
tor Please tell us about menstrua­ 
tion 
DEAR READER - The first thing 
to do is relax The onset of menstrua­ 
tion varies from ages 10 to 16 for 
most girls. Five per cent do not have 
their first period until between the 
ages of 16 and 18 and one per cent 
between ages 18 and 20. 


Climate, habits and hereditary fac­ 
tors are all important in determining 
the onset Unless your daughter has 
some definite signs of an endocrine 
deficiency or is not otherwise in good 
health I would recommend ignoring 
the situation until she is at toast 16 
Sometimes menstruation is 
delayed because of obesity or more 
often these days from excessive 
preoccupation about weight, as­ 
sociated with ill-advised crash and 
fad diets.

Dodgers catcher Steve Yeager is 
resting comfortably after undergo 
ing exploratory surgery here after 
the Dodgers beat the San Diego 
Padres, 4-1, here Monday night. 
Yeager received a jagged cut on 
the left side of his neck Monday night 
in the sixth inning when Bill Russell 
broke his bat and a piece of the bat 
struck Yeager, who was waiting in 
the on-deck circle. 
Yeager was taken from the field on 
a stretcher and rushed to the 
hospital. 
Surgery was performed by Dr. n. 
Paul Bauer, who pulled nine 
splinters from the three-inch wound. 
Bauer said he made a four-inch in­ 
cision along the neck and cleansed 
the wound He noted that several of 
the splinters barely missed the 
catcher’s brachial plexix, which con­ 
trols the nerve muscles in the arm. 
He pointed out that the splinters 
also came close to Yeager s wind­ 
pipe and a major neck artery. 
Yeager will remain in the hospital 
three or four days and will be 
sidelined a couple of weeks, said a 
Dodgers spokesman Monday night. 


Righthander Don Sutton defeated 
Randy Jones but the Dodgers hurler 
doesn’t buy the idea he’s now a Cy 
Young Award candidate. 


“ It would be nice but I ’m not 
dusting off a spot in my trophy 
case,” assured Sutton after im­ 
proving his record to 18-8 with a 
splendid four-hitter against Jones 
and the San Diego Padres 
The victory was Sutton's sixth 
straight and 10th in his last 11 deci­ 
sions but he still tends to give his 
vote to Jones, who took the loss to 
fall to 20-12 .

LOS ANGELES (A P)- 
Cinema sheik Rudolph 
Valentino died without 
ever seeing the work, and 
since that day a half cen­ 
tury ago, his famous 
“ ghost portrait” has been 
viewed publicly only once. 
But the portrait’s owner, 
Ivan Dujan of Studio City, 
said Wednesday he plans to 
commemorate the 50th an­ 
niversary of Valentino’s 
death by putting the work 
up for public auction. 
Dujan, who abandoned 
his career as a silent film 
cameraman to turn artist, 
bought the 30-by-40 inch 
pastel from French artist 
Gaston Albert Lavrillier a 
few years after the actor's 
death. 
“ The artist came to 
Hollywood and brought the 
portrait with him. I saw it 
and I was overwhelmed by 
it,” Dujan said. 
Since then, the work, 
“ Rudolph Valentino in 
R ole 
of 
M onsieur 
Beaucaire,” has remained 
nestled in Dujan s home, 
- its only public outing a 
brief hanging 40 years ago 
at Grauman’s Chinese 
Theatre 
Dujan said Valentino's 
brother once came to view 
his brother’s image.

SAN FRANCISCO - 
(NEA) — The lower bar of 
the Mark — that's local 
quaint for the street level 
oasis of the Mark Hopkins 
Hotel — becomes a time 
warp for Rod McKuen, 
helped along by a succes­ 
sion of Tanqueray mar­ 
tinis. He’s back to his days 
as a young entertainer . . . 
and his contemporaries ... 
Barbra Streisand wailing 
at the hungry i . . . Lenny 
Bruce coming straight 
from the airport in a taxi, 
keeping the meter running, 
to pick up his cabaret 
license in lower Man­ 
hattan . . . and peddle 
hastily bought pens . . . 
Flip Wilson a break-in act 
at the Purple Onion . . . 
others, too. 
And Rod remembers, 
wryly, headlining at Mr. 
Kelly’s in Chicago but be­ 
ing cancelled out of a per­ 
sonal appearance to auto­ 
graph poetry books In 
Marshall Field’s depart­ 
ment store because Paris 
Match (the magazine) has 
just revealed he is a 
bastard. 
That, indirectly, is why 
Rod is now passing through 
the Bay area, his spawning 
grounds — he was bom in a 
hospital for unwed mothers 
in Oakland He has written 
a personal memoir, “ Find­ 
ing My Father,” about his 
search for a sire he never 
saw, never knew and 
whose origins remain ob­ 
scure and uncertain even 
to this day.

finished cello concerto, an 
opera (incorporating jazz 
waltzes) and a concert for 
balloon and orchestra, us­ 
ing new musical forms like 
the Moog synthesizer. 
McKuen, who claims he 
has had only four years of 
formal education in his Ufe 
because his family moved 
around a lot and he ran 
away from home at the age 
of 11, speaks proudly of 
studying theory and com- 
position with Ignor 
Stravinsky. He dismisses 
himself as a musician, 
although he used to play 
the guitar in public. 
“ Now I don't even have 
callouses on my fingers 
he say», “ but sometimes 
after midnight I ’ll sneak 
down to the living room 
and stroke the piano.” 
He U a singer who once 
lost his voice on one-night 
stands with a rock group 
and was told he would 
never even talk again, but 
now He claims a three-

His obsession the last 
couple of years, and an ex­ 
pensive one, has been the 
odyssey of trying to find 
his real father. He enlisted 
a detective agency, and the 
search was publicized 
when Herb Caen, a San 
Francisco columnist, ran 
an item that revealed Rod 
was an item that revealed 
Rod was behind a clas­ 
sified ad in northern Cali­ 
fornia newspapers, seeking 
traces of a “ Mac McKuen 
in the Bay area in 1933 (the 
year Rod was bom). 
It was an agonizing 
search. And a revealing 
one And even a fruitful 
one, for Rod feels he has 
cleared up the mystery of 
his origins. In a fit of 
pique, an aunt had told 
him, when he was 16. that 
he was literally a bastard, 
conceived in some hotel 
room by a father who 
i never realized he had a 
son 
His mother never 
talked to him about it and 
was agitated when, as Rod 
became a celebrity, the 
story got «it. The onus 
agitated him for years, too. 
“ A kid crawling across 
the floor is not i l ­ 
legitimate,” says Rod 
On this promitional tour, 
he went to visit the hospital 
where he was born. It 
belongs to the Salvation 
Army, and the very room 
in which he was first 
spanked to Ufe is now a TV 
room for pregnant, unwed 
womem awaiting the birth 
of their children 
He has been constantly 
frustrated in his search by 
secrecy and bureaucratic 
cover-up. “ At 43.” he 
pleads, 
“ who’re they 


protecting** My mother's 
dead I want to know where 
I came from. President 
Ford was an adopted child, 
too, you know ” 
But at least he did find 
out through painstaking 
detective work, who his 
father was — a wraithlike 
man out of Utah who ap­ 
parently came briefly into 
the Ufe of Rod's mother. 
Clarice Woolever. and then 
disappeared 
The quest is over now, 
His father is dead, has 
been for 15 years A man 
named Rod who spelled his 
name “ McKune ” “ It’s en­ 
abled me,” says Rod, “ to 
get rid of a hell of a father 
complex. And to write my 
first book of prose.'' 


McKuen is eager to write 
more prose — a total of 16 
m illion copies sold is 
claimed for his books of 
a 


and 180 million 
I for his songs He is 
still an active on-stage per 
former and claims this is 
his main contact with peo­ 
ple. Young people. 


“ I have a rap session 
with every concert,’ 
he 
says. “ I don’t tall over 
people's heads or around 
them. I don t give them 
this guru stuff like (Bob) 
Dylan does. There are only 
two children left on earth 
— Little Orphan Annie and 
Shirley Temple.” 
He finds traveling 
around to let people know 
about his search and his 
book is exhilarating.
